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i. Since Rekessovsicl assumed nilitary control in Poland therolas been a progressively 
more rapid trend tovard militarisation of many formerly non-military or para~ 
military groups. Little or no attenpt is made to hide the fact that Sevict 
officers are being placed in all key positions, Former , Soviet officers adopted 
Polish-sownding names. More recent arrivais have reteinad their Russian names. 
They speak some Polish and it ig apparent that they are being trained for perm-=- 
nent service in Foland. Tho influx of Soviet officers has been noted im the .0.?. 


2. The W.0.P. 4¢ concentrated moat heavily on the western borders in Poland and 
along the coastline. All brigade commanders are carefully checked by the Rus~ 
glans, The Polish officers who are retained or appointed mst pass a special 
training course tn Russia, The replacement of Polish officers by Russians is 
now being instituted at battalion level, : 


30 ‘i,0.P. headquarters ig 4n Yarsaw, The former commuoder of U.0.P. was a Soviet 
general, Gwidon Czerwinskd, who vas recalled to Russia and who tas since died. 
He was replaced by the incumbent, Colonel, Gutalclel, a Russian Jew and an ardent 
Communist. The chief Political Officer of the 7,0.P, is Lieutenent Colonel 
Wladyslaw Mroz, a former Polish laborer and a Commnist for ramy years, The 
Strength of the W.0.P. has been ineroasod from eleven te thirtesa brigades and 
it is reported that the tendency is te strangthen the W.0.P. ag woll as other 
similar groups.

Hach brinade consists of about 2500-3000 men and is orvanized as follows:

C. Hach watch-seetion has tyo or three outrosts ( Placowka ). 


Foreion navigation will shortly be prohibited along the entire sector of the 
Polish coast between Kolobraeg (Kelberg) and the igland of Yolin (Yollin), 

Polish coastal shipping will also be limited, Officially there ig said to he 
=ocated in this section a central base for all Polish fishing units, but actually 
the authoritics permit neither foreimners nor Poles to observe what goes on in 
the nurierous ex-Gernan military carps in the area, It ig reported that in this 
sector the Russians are experimenting with new wearons and new military units, 
such as the parachutists. Parachutists took part in the military parade at Wargar 
cn 1 Hay, together with landing troops and special artillery. Various troops
